To  get  the  very  beat  results  we  advise  picking  - 
off  all  fruit  stems  from  newly  set  plants  until  they  commence  to  send  out 
runners.  This  gives  the  plants  a chance  to  become  rooted  and  will  insure  you  a 
good  crop  of  fruit  from  then  on  until  stopped  by  severe  freezing  weather. 

Our  EVERBEARING  plants  are  all  direct  descendants  of  the  original  PAN  AMERICAN 
variety  and  have  no  foreign  or  ALPINE  blood  in  them.  They  are  strictly  AMERICAS 
'product  and  must  not  be  treated  as  a novelty  of  which  people  soon  tire.  In  our 
opinion,  this  new  race  of  SOMMER  AND  FALL  EVERBEARING  STRAWBERRIES  is  the  great- 
est acquisition  in  plant  life  that  has  been  developed  in  the  past  century.  The 
blooms  are  extra  HARD!  and  THRIFT!  and  will  withstand  a hard  frost,  that  would 
kill  common  blossoms,  without  being  injured.  After  the  hard  freezes  late  in 
spring  of  1910,  we  had  a full  crop  of  berries  at  regular  strawberry  time,  on  our 
EVERBEARING  fields,  while  the  fruit  on  the  common  sorts  like  Dunlap,  Warfield, 
etc.,  wa3  killed  outright.  Then  our  EVERBEARING  fields  commenced  ripening  fruit 
again  the  latter  part  of  July  in  that  same  year  and  continued  fruiting  heavily 
until  November  2d,  the  date  of  our  first  freezing  winter  weather. 

These  new  named  varieties  of  SOMMER  AND  FALL  EVERBEARING  STRAWBERRIES  1 
ere  not  tender,  hot-house  products.  Our  plants  are  all  growing  in  the  open 
fields  and  are  treated  exactly  the  same  as  our  common  varieties.  Our  location 
hare  in  the  "BLIZZARD  BELT"  of  Northern  Iowa  insures  hardiness  of  all  of  our 
trees  and  plants.  Last  winter  the  mercury  went  to  58  below  zero,  and  it  has 
boen  known  to  go  down  to  45  below,  since  our  nurseries  were  established,  in  i 

1869.  During  the  summer  we  are  subject  to  the  other  extreme  and  have  long,  dry,  | 
hot  spells,  with  thermometer  sometimes  going  up  as  high  as  110  degrees  above  « 
zero,  in  the  shade.  Trees  and  plants  grown  under  such  climatic  conditions  must 
be  hardy  and  vigorous,  and  ours  will  not  only  succeed  in  the  far  north,  but 
their  hardiness  and  vigor  enables  them  to  succeed  and  withstand  the  hot,  dry 
weather  of  the  southern  and  western  states. 

We  will  not  have  plants  of  the  named  varieties  of  AMERICAN  EVERBSARERS 
to  offer  for  general  sale  until  1915,  as  they  are  very  scarce  and  we  are  plant- 
ing a large  field  for  ourselves.
